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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 16 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claim 16, the recitation recites " wherein said [processor device] 
predetermined .. ■■" The phrase "wherein said", should not be underlined since it is a 
part of the original claim. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, macliine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

3. Claims 5, 28, 34, and 41 , are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

The claims above are rejected, because the claims do not provide a tangible 
result. The method claims provide steps or processes such as detecting .., 
calculating.... (claim 5); reading controlling ... (claim 28); but do not provide a 
tangible result such as an output. See for example claim 30. This claim provides a 
tangible result. Processes and arithmetical calculations with no output or tangible result 
are non-statutory subject matter. Any such claim must have a tangible result. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-4, 6-15, 17-27, 29-33, 35-39, 42-66, and 68-77, are allowed. 

5. Upon correction of the above matters, the claims will be allowed.
